LONDON, Monday, Feb. 24—(/P) 
The British Government, confi- 
dent it is successfully restocking 
the nation’s dangerously depleted 
coal piles, lifted the two weeks’ 
old electric: power ban in the rich 
industrial Midlands early today, 
sending nearly 1,000,000 men back 
to work. ; 

Powerhouse switches releasing 
vital electrical current to indus- 
trial plants in the Midlands were 
thrown just after midnight, ex- 
actly two weeks after the Govern- 
ment decreed the most drastic eco- 
nomic shutdown in the nation’s 
history, except for the short-lived 
general strike of 1926. 

The total power embargo for in- 
dustrial use was dropped in eight 
industry-packed Midlands coun- 
ties, but power still was withheld 
from 30 other counties and shires 
in London and areas in northwest 
and southeast England. 

Prime Minister Attlee is expect- 
ed to announce in the House of 
Commons Monday whether indus- 
trial power in the other “blacked. 
out” counties will be restored this 
week, 

The daily five-hour ban on the 
use of electricity for all purposes 
in homes and stores, including 
lighting, remained in effect despite 
the first step to reeovery from 
the grave coal crisis. The fuel min- 
istry announced Sunday that the 
British Isles’ most recent blizzards 
brought the threat of widespread 
cuts in the use of gas this week 


as a coal-preserving measure. 


Many factories in the “freed” 
midlands area announced, how- 
ever, they would be unable to 
open Monday because their coal 
stocks still were critically low. Du- 
ring the last two weeks priority 
has been given to electric power 
generating stations and factories 
still were unable to acquire need- 
ed fuel. : 

The Daily Telegraph. estiiiated 
that nearly 1,000,000 of the 2,000,- 
000 Britons made jobless by the 
power embargo would be back at 
their jobs Monday, since the ma- 
jor part of British industry is con- 
centrated in the Middle Counties. 

The order rescinding the em- 
bargo in the Midlands came only 
a few hours after the sun came 
out in England Sunday for the 
first time in three weeks. After 
a long, red-eyed glance at the 
countryside, however, it - went 
back into hibernation.

As director of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Physics Institute, Heisenberg 
supervised all of Germany’s atomic 
research during the war. He as- 
serted that German achievements 
equaled those of the United States 
until June of 1942. 

“On June 6 at a decisive meet- 
ing, we reported to Armaments 
Minister Albert Speer that atomic 
emplosives could be produced in 
two ways, either. by separation of 
the isotope from uranium or by 
building:a uranium pile,” he said. 

“But Mr. Hitler was a madly 
impatient man. We were asked 
how soon it would be possible to 
extract the explosive plutonium, 
and we replied, two years or 
longer. Hitler refused to consider 
any military measure that. would 
take more than six months, 

“As a moral issueeto a scientist,” 
he continued, “it must be remem- 
bered that every tool invented by 
man since the first ax has been 
used to slay his neighbor; Yet 
the development of tools is essen- 
tial for the development of man- 
kind. They are what distinguish 
man from the animals. I pray 
that the politicians will be clever 
enough to save us from the evil 
misuse of science.”

Small Supply 
On Hog Mart 
Ups Prices 


Constitution State News Service. 

With gains of 50 cents to $1 a 
100 pounds this week, coupled 
with similar gains during the pre- 
vious two weeks, hog prices at 
Southern markets almost equalled 
the record prices reached last 
October immediately after price 
decontrol, reports the Production 
and Marketing Administration. 


At major packing plants in the 
Georgia-Florida-Alabama market- 
ing area, hog prices crept within 
50 cents of the all-time high for 
barrows and gilts when they 
brought $23.25 to $23.75 and some 
long-hauled lots $24. 


Smaller arrivals of hogs at mar- 
kets and increased prices for fresh 
pork were price-stimulating fac- 
tors at leading livestock markets. 
Pork loins wholesaled in Chicago 
this week at around 50 cents a 
pound as against 37 cents in mid- 
December, Last year’s pig crop, 
which is the source of fattened 
hogs now going to market, was 
reported as the smallest since 
1940. 


In the Georgia-Florida-Alabama 
belt, the eight packing plants re- 
ceived 14,000 hogs this week as 
compared to 15,500 and 15,000 
a week ago and a year ago. 


Southern cattle arrivals 
small this week and little changed 


from the previous week except at | 


major plants in the Georgia-Flor- 
ida-Alabama area where the vol- 
ume of cattle and calves marketed 
increased 15 percent.

Pearl Sneak 
| Defense Move 
-Tojo Lawyer 


TOKYO, Monday, Feb. 24— 
(UP)—Characterizing the Japa- 
nese nation as “misunderstood,” 
Hideki Tojo’s personal defense at- 
torney today told the internation- 
al military tribunal that the attack 
on Pearl Harbor was made in de- 
fense of Japan’s “inalienable right 
to live.” 

At the reopening of the trial of 
Japan’s 26 major war crimes sus- 
pects, recessed for the past three 
weeks, Ichiro Kiyose presented the 
initial defense arguments, contend- 
ing that his people fought only in 
defense of their country. 

Professor Kenzo Takayanagi 
was expected to follow Kiyose, 
reading from a prepared statement 
which attacked the high Allied 
court and questioned Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s authority in creating the 
tribunal. 

Takayangi’s statement asserted 
the “powers of MacArthur are not 
unlimited,” but are restricted to 
the carrying out of the terms of 
Japan’s surrender as “deemed 
proper and necessary” for its ef- 
fectuation. 


The Allies had the right to cre- 
ate the Nuernberg tribunal, he 
said, because they can exercise the 
right of sovereignty in Germany. 
Since the German government 
ceased to exist in May, 1945, the 
Allies can govern like an absolute 
monarch. 

That is not the case with Japan, 
| he contended. 

“Unlike Germany, 
run by Allied forces,” he said. 
“The Japanese mainland was 
still unoccupied and Japan was 
then in a position to offer armed 
resistance for some time to come, 
necessarily involving losses to the 
Allied forces.”

In Your Pocket 


This is about tariffs but I don’t think it will 
be dull. It’s about your pocketbook. And your 
cost of living. ‘ 

If I mention two tariff acts—the Fordney-McCumber Act of 
1922. which cost the American people millions, even billions of 
dollars and helped a few thousand persons—-and the subsequent 
revision of that Act into the Hawley-Smoot Act of 1930—don't be 
alarmed. (The Acts took their names from the Senators who, intro- 
duced them.) 

The Hawtey-Smoot Tariff Act, augmenting and 
Act of 1922, was a turning point in world history. 

Not merely did it rob the American people, to protect a few, 
of ‘billions, it depressed the whole world and.made recovery, 
which might have followed the bank crash of 1929, utterly im- 
possible. 

It especially robbed the American farmer and American house- 
wife. It robs them yet. P 

And there are those who would rob them again by demanding 
high protective tariffs so that other nations cannot trade with us.

. The trick is to make the tariff seem like a local 
Trickery matter. The fact that many persons, even those who 
ultimately suffer, think of it as a matter of local concern, makes it 
easier. 

I have said the Hawley-Smoot Act was a turning point in his- 
tory. 

That cannot be, denied. 


There were a lot of new nations, born out of the war in which 


we had spilled our blood, trying to get on their feet. 

They were Poland, Finland, Yugoslavia, Estonia, Latvia, Lithu- 
ania and Czechoslovakia. The war had broken up Germany, 
crashed the old trade units of the Austro-Hungarian empire, and 
made necessary tremendous shifts of trade. 

We escaped from that war unscathed, rich and the only source 
of desperately needed raw materials. 

We could do two things. And only two. 

We could accept foreign goods in payment for these raw mate. 
make loans and keep our tariffs low so that 
develop.

C h The struggling new nations of Europe, and the older 
ras ones, had to strive in a greatly restricted market and 
for fewer goods. They were forced to develop nationalistic spirits, 
erect barriers of trade so as to try to survive. The fact that they 
could not do it soon became evident. They went into depression 
after depression, and dictators—-strong men—began to appear. 
Germany got one we remember. It is not at all a stretch of imagina- 
tion or truth to say that the Hawley-Smoot Act contributed more to 
the Second World War than any other factor. 

Mark you what happened. 

Use as our basis the study of the League of Nations in 
Take our own Government figures on imports and exports. 
a few examples: 

In 1929 we had sold 


our tariff walls of 1922, were raised 


1982. 
Take 


to Canada about one billion dollars’ worth 
of goods and bought about a half billion. We sold chiefly wheat, 
cotton, coal, iron, steel, machinery, and so on. We bought lumber, 
pulp, nickel, cattle, furs and some dairy products. 

We sharply raised our rates. Canada promptly 
against American goods. 

Within 10 months after this happened, 74 American companies 
were forced to open factories in Canada in order to do any business 
there at all. 

Within two years we were selling Canada not about a billion dol- 
lars’ worth of goods, but a mere $241,000,000. Our imports also 


declined as much. 

France What happened in France, strifegling to recover after 
having been the chief battleground of the war, and 

having lost a generation of men? 

The French Government protested the high tariffs. And pro- 
tested in vain. All France became aroused and retaliatory measures 
soon were passed. Our sales to France were more than halved. 

In Italy the Act aroused great indignation. Italy, which bought 
chiefly American farm products, machinery and automobiles, moved 
to put high rates on them. “Italy must defend herself,” said the 
Government. “She will be able to buy only from those countries 
which will buy our goods,” 

The figures show that Italy raised the rates on the Ford car from 
$250 to $815.50, the Plymouth from $400 to $950, the Chrysler from 
$765 to $1,385. Italy also raised the rates on raw cotton, wheat, 
corn, lumber, leather, and so on. 

All this worked back to hurt

Switzerland, Britain, all the new little nations trying to be

Europe was ruined. The Second World War became inevitable. 

No one has suffered more than the Southern farmer. We could 
have kept most of our foreign cotton market had it not been for 
the acts of 1922 and the Hawley-Smoot Act. There would not 
have begun the desperate, Government-backed efforts in almost 
every country with climate that permits cotton-growing to develop 
the crop. -, 

Now, there are those who would destroy even Cordell Hull's 
reciprocal trade agreements, who would add the cost of protection 
to your cost of living. 

None suffer more than farmers. In fact, I want to do a thing

Hold Up Funds 
To Airports, 
Senators Ask 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—(UP) 
The Senate Commerce Committee 
proposed Sunday night that Con- 
gress call a halt on federal spend- 


ing for new airports until mod- 
ern safety aids are installed at 
existing major terminals. 
Seeking “to eliminate all air 
rrashes if humanly possible,” the 
Committee urged legislation re-al- 
locating the $45,000,000 appropri- 
ated by the last Congress for 
building and improving airports. 
The money should be used in- 
stead, it said, to buy radar, radio, 
lighting and fog dispersal appara- 
tus needed to improve the already 
“remarkably high safety record” 
of United States airlines. It add- 
ed that it is “urgent” to make 
as many installations as possible 
by next Winter and that a pro- 
gram for 166 airports should be 
completed within 18 months. 


Airports which would benefit 
most under air transport associa- 
tion proposals listed by the com- 
mittee include Atlanta; New Or- 
leans; Jacksonville, Fla.; Memphis, 
and Miami, Fla, 

The improved airports would be 
equipped with ground control ap- 
proach radar, radio instrument 
landing systems and high intensi- 
ty approach and runway lights.

He remained a student in this institution for a period of a 
vear and a half and then “aware that he wasn’t good enough 
to make the Kentucky basketball team, and, becoming weary 
of warming the bench, he pulled up stakes.” Re 
Denton goes on to say that McMullen enrolled in Xavier and 

wrote Kentucky, asking for his credits earned while a student in 


Lexington 
Kentucky, so the story goes, came back not with McMullen’s 


credits but with a bill for $1,100 claimed due for one-and-one-half 
vear’s tuition. The inference was, according to Denton, that Mc- 
Mullen would get his credits when the tuition bill was paid and 
not before. 

We assume these are at least close to the true facts of the 
case. 

On the face of it, one would assume that Mr. McMullen 
was getting a rather raw deal from the Wildcats. Certainly a 
person attending classes as a regular student and passing the 
required studies should be allowed his credits. 

But a little thought reveals that the school itself has a side in 
argument. And a pretty good one, at that. 

When McMullen signed a grant-in-aid scholarship at Kentucky, 
he agreed to accept its benefits in return for his athletic ability. 
In return. Kentucky agreed to furnish him with four years’ school- 
ing as long as he maintained the necessary scholastic averages. 

There was nothing in the bargain which guaranteed Dir. 
McMullen-a position on any athletic team. In the event he was 
hurt and could not play, the school was. still bound by its 
bargain. The rule apparently doesn't work both ways as Mc- 
Mullen must have felt when he quit that he owed the Wild- 
cats exactly nothing. 

We are not saving that Kentucky is right and McMullen wrong.
